DR.  T.  A.  HEINRICH  DR.  CLAUDE  BISSELL  LIONEL  MASSEY 


UNIVERSITY  APPOINTS  LIONEL  MASSEY 
R.  O.  M.  DIRECTOR  OF  ADMINISTRATION 


Lionel  Massey  will  join  Dr.  T.  A. 
Heinrich,  Director  of  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum,  as  Director  of  Administration.  Mr. 
Massey’s  appointment,  which  takes  effect 
immediately,  was  announced  by  President 
Claude  Bissell  after  the  October  20  meet- 
ing of  the  University’s  Board  of  Governors. 

Lionel  Massey,  44,  graduated  from 
Upper  Canada  College  in  1935,  then  went 
on  to  Oxford  where  he  studied  philosophy, 
politics  and  economics  for  three  years.  In 

1938,  he  was  sent  to  Australia  as  press 
secretary  for  the  British  Commonwealth 
Relations  Conference. 

Back  in  England  when  the  war  started  in 

1939,  Mr.  Massey  joined  the  King’s  Royal 
Rifle  Corps  with  the  idea  of  transferring  to 
a Canadian  unit  later.  Within  a year,  how- 
ever, he  was  in  the  Middle  East  as  adjutant 
of  his  regiment.  The  King’s  Royal  Rifle 
Corps  was  part  of  the  British  Expeditionary 
Force  to  Greece.  There  Captain  Massey  was 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner.  Exchanged 


three  years  later,  he  spent  the  rest  of  the 
war  in  staff  duties  at  the  War  Office. 

In  1946,  Mr.  Massey  joined  the  Massey- 
Harris  Company  Limited.  He  was  assistant 
to  the  vice-president  in  charge  of  European 
operations  six  years  later  when  his  father, 
the  Rt.  Hon.  Vincent  Massey,  was  appointed 
Governor-General  and  invited  him  to  be- 
come his  secretary. 

Lionel  Massey  served  as  secretary  to  the 
Governor-General  for  more  than  seven  years. 
In  this  post,  which  ranks  with  that  of  a 
deputy  minister,  Mr.  Massey  had  a staff  of 
fifty.  As  the  Governor-General’s  chief  of 
staff,  he  arranged  tours,  supervised  Govern- 
ment House  functions,  finances,  and  ad- 
ministration, maintained  close  liaison  with 
government  departments. 

Mr.  Massey  is  a governor  of  Upper 
Canada  College,  a governor  of  the  Stratford 
Shakespearean  Festival  and  a trustee  of  the 
Massey  Foundation.  He  is  married  and  has 
three  daughters.

COMMERCE  AND  FINANCE 


To  celebrate  the  50th  anniversary  this  fall 
of  the  course  in  Commerce  and  Finance,  a 
lecture  series  has  been  planned  bringing 
five  distinguished  graduates  of  the  course 
to  speak  at  the  University.  The  lectures, 
organized  by  the  staff  in  Political  Economy, 
will  take  place  on  Thursday  afternoons  be- 
ginning November  3rd,  at  4 p.m.  in  the 
Great  Hall  of  the  Economics  Building. 

The  first  lecturer  will  be  R.  F.  Chisholm, 
executive  vice-president  of  Dominion  Stores 
Limited,  speaking  on  “New  Dimensions  in 
Distribution”.  He  will  be  followed  by:  on 
November  10th,  T.  L.  Avison,  general  man- 
ager, Investment  Division,  Canadian  Bank 
of  Commerce,  speaking  on  “Changing 
Aspects  of  Banks’  Liquidity”;  November 
17th,  Walter  A.  Bean,  vice-president,  Water- 
loo Trust  and  Savings  Company,  “The 
Changing  Role  of  Trust  Companies  as  In- 
vestors in  Canada”;  November  24th,  H.  C. 
Dell,  of  Clarkson  Gordon  and  Company, 
“Modern  Trends  in  Accounting”;  December 
1st,  W.  O.  Twaits,  president,  Imperial  Oil 
Limited,  “The  Need  for  the  Commerce 
Mind.” 

F.  R.  Stone,  vice-president  (Administra- 
tion) of  the  University,  also  a graduate  of 


Commerce  and  Finance,  will  give  the  intro- 
ductory address  on  November  3rd.  The  pre- 
siding officers  for  each  lecture  will  be  senior 
graduates  of  the  course:  Thomas  Oakley, 
president,  Oakley,  Jackson,  Farewell 
Limited;  J.  T.  Bryden,  vice-president  and 
general  manager,  North  American  Life 
Assurance  Company;  W.  C.  Harris,  presi- 
dent, Harris  and  Partners  Limited;  H.  P. 
Herington,  senior  partner,  Price  Waterhouse 
and  Company;  B.  T.  Holmes,  vice-president, 
Confederation  Life  Association. 

Commerce  and  Finance  had  its  origins  in 
the  appointment  of  W.  J.  Ashley  (a  teacher 
of,  but  no  relation  to,  C.  A.  Ashley,  present 
chairman  of  the  department)  as  the  Univer- 
sity’s first  Professor  of  Political  Economy  in 
1888.  A two-year  diploma  course  in  Com- 
merce was  established  in  1901,  in  answer 
to  representations  from  the  Toronto  Board 
of  Trade,  but  failed  to  attract  more  than 
two  or  three  students  a year.  An  honours 
course  in  Commerce  and  Finance,  leading 
to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  was  estab- 
lished in  1910,  and  ten  years  later,  when 
minor  changes  were  introduced,  the  degree 
was  changed  to  the  present  Bachelor  of 
Commerce. 


SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  GRADUATES 
RETURN  FOR  SEMINAR 


The  School  of  Business  welcomed  its 
graduates  back  on  October  28th  for  an 
intensive  one-day  seminar  on  the  economic, 
political,  social  and  technological  changes 
which  are  shaping  management’s  environ- 
ment and  policies.  The  seminar,  the  School’s 
second  for  graduates,  reflected  the  faculty’s 
belief  that  business  education  must  be  con- 
cerned, not  with  techniques,  but  with  a 
broad  understanding  of  the  community  and 
the  effects  on  society  of  executive  decisions. 

Staff  members  opened  discussion  by  pre- 
senting papers  at  three  morning  sessions  in 
the  Music  Room  of  Victoria  College’s 
Wymilwood  Student  Union.  The  areas  they 
spoke  on  included:  in  economics,  the  chang- 
ing composition  of  the  population  and 
labour  force,  shifts  in  Canada’s  international 
trade  position,  the  growth  of  foreign  com- 
petition, and  current  pleas  for  a planned 
economy;  in  the  social  and  political  fields, 


changes  in  consumer  buying,  motivation 
research,  problems  of  labour  unions  in  rela- 
tion to  their  own  growth  and  to  techno- 
logical change,  the  role  of  government  as 
“Robin  Hood”,  and  the  organized  approach 
to  wages  and  social  security;  along  specific 
new  developments,  electronic  data  process- 
ing, operations  research,  long-term  leasing, 
and  automation. 

After  lunch  at  Burwash  Hall,  the 
graduates  broke  into  five  study  groups  led 
by  senior  alumni,  each  group  including 
representatives  of  several  management  fields. 
They  in  turn  reported  back  to  the  full 
seminar  before  adjournment  at  5 p.m.

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DR.  THOMAS  HOWARTH  PLANS  YORK’S 
TREE-CLAD  CAMPUS 


York  University,  as  planned  by  President 
Murray  Ross  and  its  Board  of  Governors, 
will  rise  on  three  separate  campuses  in  the 
Toronto  area,  and  the  first  of  these  will 
bear  the  imprint  of  Dr.  Thomas  Howarth, 
Director  of  the  University  of  Toronto  School 
of  Architecture. 

Dr.  Ross  envisaged  York  University  taking 
three  separate  but  related  forms  by  1980: 

1.  A large  campus,  of  200  to  400  acres, 
in  Metropolitan  Toronto,  with  extensive 
buildings  and  facilities  to  house  a number 
of  professional  schools  and  a Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science.  It  should  be  in  operation 
by  1967,  and  will  eventually  have  an  enrol- 
ment of  7,000  to  10,000  students. 

2.  A residential  college  which  will 
specialize  in  general  and  liberal  education, 
with  an  enrolment  of  perhaps  1,200  stu- 
dents. It  will  be  built  at  Glendon  Hall,  a 
gift  from  the  University  of  Toronto,  after 
the  Faculty  of  Law  moves  from  the  Bay- 
view  Avenue  site  next  summer  to  expanded 
quarters  in  Flavelle  House. 

3.  An  evening  college  offering  degree 
courses  in  Arts  and  Science,  located  on  a 
downtown  site,  with  an  enrolment  of  per- 
haps 3,000  to  5,000  students. 

For  some  years,  however,  the  Glendon 
Hall  property  will  have  to  serve  all  three 
purposes.  Thus  when  Dr.  Howarth  agreed 
to  be  architect-planner,  he  had  to  plan  the 
first  buildings  to  meet  both  immediate  and 
long-term  needs. 

These  are  excerpts  from  the  Master  Plan 
he  produced  for  York  University’s  first  site. 
The  first  building  already  has  been  designed 
by  Marani  and  Morris. 

1.  The  terms  of  reference  call  for  a 
campus  on  which  the  student  can  enjoy 


a relatively  quiet,  contemplative  life  in  a 
particularly  attractive  natural  environment. 

2.  The  site  comprises  about  86  acres,  26 
of  which  are  at  the  upper  (Bayview  Avenue) 
level,  the  remainder  valley  lands  of  the 
West  Don  River.  The  upper  level  has  been 
beautifully  laid  out  and  well  maintained  by 
the  University.  The  valley  lands  contain 
much  unspoilt  natural  woodland  and  attrac- 
tive walks. 

3.  After  a careful  study  of  the  site  and 
the  requirements  of  York  University  the 
following  decisions  were  taken: 

( a ) to  retain  as  far  as  possible  the  exist- 
ing character  of  the  site  by  preserving  lawns, 
trees  and  other  features  such  as  the  rose 
garden. 

(b)  to  retain  the  existing  road  pattern, 
flanked  throughout  with  well  matured  trees, 
since  it  will  be  adequate  for  a campus 
where  vehicular  traffic  will  be  discouraged. 

(c)  to  confine  building  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable to  the  upper  level  of  the  site,  using 
the  lower  level  for  playing  fields  and 
athletics,  and  possibly  for  some  high  rise 
student  residences  against  the  hillside. 

4.  Administration  offices  will  be  located 
in  the  existing  house  along  with  the  library. 
When  necessary,  a new  library  will  be  con- 
structed, possibly  with  a reading  terrace 
opening  onto  the  existing  rose  garden. 

5.  Academic  buildings  have  been  placed 
so  as  to  retain  the  magnificent  lawn  and  fine 
trees  opposite  the  main  house.  Teaching 
units  will  include  a science  wing  that  may 
contain  eventually  nine  laboratories.  Major 
units  will  be  connected  so  students  can  walk 
from  class  to  class  and  to  dining  hall  and 
to  their  common  rooms  under  cover  during 
inclement  weather. 
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6.  A creative  arts  centre  has  been  pro- 
posed, including  an  auditorium  for  1,000 
people,  a smaller  auditorium,  studios,  ex- 
hibition space,  and  so  forth.  In  the  Master 
Plan  this  unit  has  been  placed  at  the 
extreme  west  of  the  site,  where  it  will  be 
easily  accessible  to  the  public  from  Bay- 
view  Avenue. 

7.  It  is  proposed  that  two  residences  be 
constructed  on  the  upper  level  of  the  site 
to  house  200  students  each.  Three  high-rise 
units,  each  accommodating  200-250  stu- 
dents, have  been  placed  in  the  valley,  and 
would  be  linked  by  dining  halls  and  recrea- 
tion rooms,  all  of  which  would  enjoy  mag- 
nificent prospects  over  the  valley. 

8.  The  plan  has  been  phased  for  develop- 
ment over  ten  years.  The  first  two  academic 
units  and  the  first  dining  hall  (to  seat  250 
staff  and  students ) are  expected  to  be 


"AN  ACT  CLOSE 


Mrs.  Sidney  Earle  Smith  laid  the  corner- 
stone of  Sidney  Smith  Hall,  new  home  of 
11  non-college  departments  in  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  and  Science,  on  the  first  day  of 
Homecoming  Weekend,  October  14th. 
Several  hundred  members  of  the  staff  and 
graduates  were  present. 

During  the  ceremony,  President  Claude 
Bissell  announced  that  a biographical  study 
of  Dr.  Smith  is  being  prepared  for  publica- 
tion, along  with  excerpts  from  Dr.  Smith’s 
speeches  and  writings,  at  the  time  the  new 
building  is  opened  officially,  probably  next 
fall.  He  said  its  author,  Dr.  E.  A.  Corbett, 
former  director  of  the  Canadian  Association 
for  Adult  Education,  was  preparing  a vital 
profile,  not  an  official  biography,  from  his 
close  personal  knowledge  of  Dr.  Smith. 

The  ceremony  was  far  more  than  a routine 
cornerstone  laying,  Lieut.-Col.  Eric  Phillips, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  re- 
marked at  the  outset.  It  was  an  act  very 
close  to  the  heart,  the  dedication  of  a build- 
ing to  a dear  friend  and  colleague. 

Dean  Vincent  Bladen,  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  and  Science,  said  the  11  departments 
concerned  viewed  their  move  to  the  new 


ready  for  occupation  in  1961  and,  if  all 
goes  well,  the  project  could  be  completed 
by  1970. 

9.  The  Master  Plan  is  intentionally  loose 
and  informal;  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
seek  monumentality,  either  in  the  plan  form 
or  in  the  buildings  themselves.  This  is  in- 
tended to  be  essentially  a pedestrian  campus 
where  the  observer  will  enjoy  a succession 
of  experiences,  the  enclosed  quadrangle  with 
its  raised  walk,  the  exciting  circular  shape 
of  the  Senate  Chamber  against  a rhythmic 
facade  of  a classroom  unit,  the  sculptural 
form  of  the  lecture  theatre  and  its  open 
court,  and  the  colour  and  texture  of  mellow 
brickwork  seen  at  all  times  through  a screen 
of  trees.  Always  and  at  all  times  it  is  hoped 
that  the  site  will  dominate  the  building,  and 
that  those  who  work  and  study  there  will 
enjoy  an  environment  unique  in  Canada.

building  “with  high  expectations  but  some 
trepidation,  like  a young  man  anticipating 
matrimony;  there  is  a joy  of  mixing  with 
colleagues  from  other  departments,  but  it 
means  leaving  quarters  they  have  come  to 
love,  however  inexplicably.” 

The  building’s  name,  he  continued,  was 
peculiarly  appropriate  to  commemorate  Dr. 
Smith’s  distinguished  service  to  the  Univer- 
sity, for  as  president  he  had  never  failed  to 
emphasize  the  centrality  of  the  arts  and 
pure  science  in  the  structure  of  the  modern 
university. 

To  which  Dr.  Bissell  added:  “There  is 
another  reason  why  ‘Sidney  Smith  Hall’ 
is  the  inevitable  name  for  this  building. 
The  11  departments  that  will  be  housed 
here  have  one  common  characteristic, 
namely,  a concern  for  man  as  a creature  of 
thought,  emotion,  and  imagination.  If 
Sidney  Smith  had  one  predominant  trait,  it 
was  his  perpetual  concern  for  the  individual. 

. . . There  is  no  need  in  this  company  for 
a eulogy  of  Sidney  Smith.  The  best  eulogy 
is  to  be  found  in  the  continuing  life  of  this 
University,  which  he  guided  so  expertly  and 
loved  so  dearly.”
